CHIEF ACCUSER BREAKS DOWN. 


Witness Standin Telling of Al-. 
M 


urder, 


Marshall, Mich., Dec. 12.—[ Special. ]—Mrs. 
Marie Robertson, maid of Mrs. Marie Butter- 
fleld Sandereson, charged with feeding her 
aged husband ground glass in his porridge, 
causing death, was again the star witness 
this morning in the murder case. She again 
collapsed and was removed from the court- 
room before finishing her testimony. 

She testified that Sanderson was given 
ground glass about two weeks before he 
was taken dangerously ill, and partook of 
it every morning im his porridge. The wit- 
ness averred that Mrs. Sanderson said to 
her: 

“The old fool is getting fat on it,”” and 
when he complained of pains in the stomach, 
said: ‘“‘I would @o anything to help the 
old fool out if it would only shorten his 
days. He has eaten so much glass that 
he has had a short stroke of paralysis and 
is liable to live ten years.” 

On one occasion while Mrs. Sanderson 
was absent, the witness said, the old man 
was seized with pains and fell to the floor. 
When the witness helped him into a chair, 
she says he stated: 

‘You know I can’t live long. I am hav- 
ing terrible bad nights.” 

On cross-examination this it was 
demonstrated that Mrs. Robertson could 
not tell her own age. The defense showed 
that she was 42 instead of 27 years old. 
Having dented being married, it was brought 
out that on Oct. 16, 1885, she became the 
wife of James Millis at Port Huron. He 
secured a divorce in 1889. Her character 
was attacked and glaring inconsistencies 
brought out in her testimony. She became 
confused when asked why she failed to 
report the alleged attempt at murder. When 
asked if she did not know that she was as 
liable for the crime as the respondent she 
was overcome with nervousness and left 
the stand after engaging tears.

PRINCH KROPOTKINS LIFE AND 
VIEWS MAKE A GOOD BOOK. 


Record of a Romantic and Eventful 

Career Pat Into Entertaining Shape 

t= His “Memoirs of a Revolution- 

jet” — Description of the Terrible 

Resesian Military Service Which 

Made Kropotkin a So-Called Anarch- 
ist—His Views on Labor. 


RINCE KROPOTEIN’S 

“Memoirs of a  Revolutionist”’ 

(Houghton-Miffiin) is a record not so — 

much of his romantic ‘and eventful 

life .as of the struggle for lib- 
erty in eastern Europe during the last 
fifty years. He belonged to one of the | 
highest aristocratic families in Russia, and 
served in the army until 1867, when, at the 
age of 23, he became interested in the Inter- 
national association while in Belgium. Upon 
returning to Russia he became one of the 
leaders of the revolutionists, giving secret 
lectures to the circies, which led to his ar- 
rest and imprisonment. 

Kropotkin, like Recluse, is eminent as a 
geographer, and at the request of the sci- 
entific world he was allowed to continue his 
Writings on the glacial period while in 
prison. After two years in prison he escaped 
from the military hospital and went to Eng- 
land and then to Switzerland, at that time 
ihe haven for revolutionists. His paper, La 
Revolte, was founded at Geneva in 1879 and 
iraneferred to Paris in 1885. Arrested at 
> yvonne in 1880, he was pardoned by the 
Prench President, but he went to England, 
and has since made that country his home, 
With occasional vieits to other lands, in- 
 thuding the United States. 


The story of his connection with the labor 
‘gnovement is told in an entertaining style 
that combines the charm of gossipy con- 
versation and the literary touch of the mas- 
4ér° writer. The first part, dealing with his 
childhood, tells not only of bis education but 
much of the conditions in Russia under 
Hicholas 1.

and most high" Emperor or Empress, as 
the case may be. Germans in‘the United 


‘Btates are thoroughly démocratic and 


independent that it is difficult to believe 
that they belong tothe same stock as those 
who draw up and identify themselves with 


such complete surrender and abandonment 
of their manhood, self-respect, and dignity 


In the presence of their monarch. | 
It may be remembered that the other day 


just before the Kaiser paid his visit to 
‘Windsor Castle, the municipality of Berlin 
presented an address of congratulation to 
the Empress on the occasion of her birth- , 


day. So curt was the reply sent in way of 
acknowledgement by the grand master of 
the Empress’ household that it aroused much 
comment on the part of the German and 


foreign press. 


The Bmperor and Empress seem to have 


| thought that some explanation was needed. 
For the Empress’ grand master Count Mir- 


bach summoned the other day one of the 


leading journalists 'to the palace and gave 


him an interview with the request that 
he should make known what was communi- 
cated to him. 

“It must thoroughly be understood,”’ sald 
he, “that the letter which I wrote to the 
Municipal Council :in acknowledgement of 
their birthday address to the Empress was 
written not only by: direction of her Majesty, 
but also by orders of the Kaiser. The 
municipality,’’ he went on to say, “‘ has in- 
variably placed obstructions in the way of 
all the philanthropic projects of the Em- 
press. It refuses or withdraws subsidies 
to the hospitals and charitable institutions 
of which she is the President or founder, 
and only the other day declined to grant to 
her a vacant lot.of ground in one of the 
poor quarters of the city, where she pro- 
posed to erect a ¢hurch, a school, and a 
dispensary at her own cost. And then, after 
affronting her Majesty in every conceivable 
manner and deliberately opposing all her 
philanthropic projects, it is these people 
who have the impnudence to address her on 
the anniversary of her birth with phrases 
of humility that are literally repulsive to 
their Majesties in their abject servility.”
